Probably  the  most  glowing  and  attractive  color  we  have  in  early  sweet 
peas,  which  is  a deep,  even  orange  self  without  a trace  of  dark  or  uneven 
shading.  This  is  a particularly  valuable  variety  to  sow  after  mums  for  spring 
blooming,  as  the  color  seems  to  fairly  radiate  under  the  hottest  sun  of  spring 
without  showing  a trace  of  burning;  it  is  strictly  a greenhouse  variety,  for  the 
color  burns  outdoors.

A CALIFORNIA  FIELD  OF  OUR  SWEET  PEAS  FOR  SEED 

Late,  or  Summer  Flowering  Peas 

y HIS  is  the  original  type  of  sweet  peas,  from  which,  about  twenty- five  years 
ago,  the  early  or  winter-flowering  type  was  evolved.  The  growth  is  heavy 
and  very  strong,  and  for  this  reason  is  generally  preferred  for  outdoor  growing. 
Both  market  and  retail  growers  find  them  valuable  in  every  state  of  this  broad 
country  of  ours  if  properly  managed. 

In  the  northern  border  states  and  Canada,  where  summers  are  not  too 
long  and  hot,  they  can  be  sown  outdoors  early  and  will  flower  freely  through- 
out the  summer.  In  the  latitude  of  Chicago  we  sow  February  1 in  the  green- 
house in  pots  and  plant  out  early  in  April.  In  the  southern  states  they  are 
sown  late  in  the  fall  and  after  they  are  up  several  inches  they  are  easily  and 
safely  protected  against  considerable  freezing  by  covering  with  any  loose 
material,  the  important  point  being  to  prevent  too  much  freezing  and  thawing 
and  to  prevent  the  sun  thawing  too  rapidly.  Nothing  is  so  valuable  as  a 
covering  of  snow. 

Along  with  all  peas  planted  under  glass  after  mums  or  later  we  use  this 
late  type,  planting  them  ten  or  twelve  inches  apart  in  the  row.  They  are  so 
much  stronger  than  the  early  kind  that  they  are  easily  able  to  overwhelm 
them  after  the  early  ones  are  finished.  With  this  plan  the  crop  is  prolonged 
through  June  and  peas  are  valuable  throughout  this  month.
